Deplores Newspaper Publicity 


Would Restrict By Law. Too Great 
, Publitity Before Court Trials 
“There is one thing that I deplore, 
and that is great newspaper publicity 
before~tvial, and some restrictions ‘on |. 
this should be imposed by law,” de- 
clared Chief Justice. Martin at _ the 
opening of the civil courts at Montreal. 
The Chief Justice said that publicity 
before trials should be. restricted -to 
official statements-by the “police and 
Crown. Attorney. . This would in no 
way interfere with the freedom of the 
press, he declared. . Publicity should 
be delayed then until the trial in order 
that the official instruments of justice 
may have ‘a chance to operate. -The 
Chief Justice said—that _ public. sym- 
pathy or hostility towards an-accused 
person. might fnfluence a jury in its. 
determination of guilt. ‘ 
“Such restricticn,” continued Chief 
Justice Martlu, “if imposed, must, ‘of 
Course, be balanced by full. publicity at 
the trial itself, ‘That would assure a 
judicial. system adapted to the public 
need and safe for the public good— 
limitation of publicity before the ‘trial, 
accompanied by a complete publicity 
at the tgial itself,”

A few days ago the Customs officials 
at Brockville ‘forvarded “to Ottawa 
about ten million cigarettes of Ameri- 
can manufacture, which had been seiz- 
ed at that:point. 

This large quantity was collécted in 
the space of a little over two months. 

Those. best. informed on the subject 
claim that there are {rém five hundred 
million to seven hundred million cigar- 
eites smuggled from the. United 
States into Canada annually, replac- 
ing an equal quantity of cigarettes of . 
Canadian n-anufacture. 

Brockville dur- 
ing the past two months would seem 
t& ‘indicate thai chis estimate is, if 
anything, below rather thar above the 
mark. ‘ 

Five. hundred —_ million cigarettes 
brought unlawfully into Canada repre- 

sents a loss -in tax to the Dominion 
Government ‘of the huge sum of. 
$3,655,000.

French: Astronomer Figurés It 540 
Miles Beyond Earth’s Surface 

According to a French astronomer, 
the atmospliere extends. about five 
hundred and forty miles. beyond the 
earth’s surface.

The tonsils are small odio that 
hang at either side of the back of the 
throat. - When they-are in a state of 
health we are not aware of them, but 
whe unheaithy, as they too olten_are,|! 
they can cause much discomfort. and 
suffering. The mouth.aad throat are; 
is constantly occupied by all sorts of or- 
ganism that, generally speaking, are 
quiescent, but that often conspire and 
give great trouble, and the tonsils 
[come in for their share. 


In sore. throat, for example, the! 


brunt of the attack may fall upon the 
tonsils, and then we have what is call- 
ed tonsilitis. The tonsils become’ in- 
flamed-and enlarged, and swallowing 
is exquisitely painful; there is also 
fever, a poisoned condition of the sys- 
tem and all other. accompaniments of 
sore throat. Although the fever of 
an attack of tonsilitis seldgm lasts 
more than a day or two, the result is 
generally weakening, probably because 
there is no way to keep the poisonous 
products from entering the general 
system. When anyone suffers with 
repeated attacks of tonsilitis the 
sinall crypts or pockets that chiefly 
characterize the tonsils become ‘en- 
larged and gjve shelter to all sorts of 
harmful material, which not oS af- 
fects the health by being’ tne 

into the system but aldo gives rise | 
permanent bad breath. 

Quinsy is an exquisitely painful af- 
fection of the tonsils and of the sur- 
rounding parts. It is generally a sup- 
puration of the tissues round the ton- 
sils, and its’ terrible-pain is caused 
largely by the swelling parts—a con- 
dition that not only makes swallow- 
ing a torture but, also makes the pa- 
tient feel as if he were to suffocate. 
As soon as the abscess of a quinsy is 
ripe it should be opened by the sur-

Sir-Arthir Currig, addressing the Citizens’ Research Institute of Canada, 
slated that*hundreds of millions of dollars in expenditure had been wasted be- 
cduse the Goveramat during war time had refused to heed the advice of ex- 
perts. . He cited the Ross rifle, the Oliver equipment, the harness, and the 
fact that 100,000 men lod been enlisted who were no good to the armies in the 
field. He intimated. thar thege 100,000 men had each cost the country $1,500, 
and some of them are still costing the country money, being patients: in 
hospital. ‘ 


Commenting on these statements, the Financial Post declares that what is 
true of war “times is equally true of peace times, that the losses through in¢ 
efficiency in the conduct of our public affairs are a very considerable factor 
in the size of the tax burdens which the business institutions and citizens 
generally have to bear. (It points out, however, that during the Great ‘War 
crisis the seriousness of the mistakes being. made was realized. and drastic 
siops taken—it was a case of efficiency or defeat. 


Canadians will do well to realize that it is .st!ll a case of efficiency or de- 
feat. The financier, manufacturer, merchant or farmer who has not organ- 
ized his business on an efficient basis, and who-neglects to avail himself of the 
advice of experts, may continue to struggle along, but he will achieve no out- 
standing success, while the chances are that he Will go down in defeat. The 
man who despises the advice of others who have made themselves experts in 
any particular branch of business does not thereby indevote bigness nor 
_ strength; on the contrary he is revealed as lacking in one of the primary 
things that make for success. 

_ One of Canada's weaknesses nationally is the failure of our Governments 
to seek the advice of experts and profit by their knowledge and experience 
in dealing with national questions and problems of development. With our 
great wealth of natural resources, there has been a lack of constructive expert 
leadership in their movement. Political considerations rather than. sound‘ 

_ evonomics have all too frequently ‘dictated the policy pursued, and, while de- 
feat has not always tollowed, we are paying a fearful price in taxation to 
cover the cost of blunders made. . 

Membership In the Parliament of Canada is not _as tepresentative of the 
varied interests and industries of the Dominion as it should. be. There are 
t.y many -lawyers and not nearly enough engineers, scientists, educationists, 

' ductors, chemists aud ‘experienced business men. With a scattering of other 
professions and occupations, membership of the House. of Commons may be, 
divided into two main groups—lawyers and farmers. Both are needed. - The 
proper drafting of legislation without lawyers would be impossible, but un- 
fortunately there is a tendency to spend months in the framing, consideration

deal more sound, expert administration. The main trouble today is in ad- 
ministration, or rather the lack of it along expert lines.

cautions guarding against the occurrence of trouble.
